WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Presi- 
Gent Rooseveit has signed the order 
providing for the taking of a census 
of the Philippines, in accordance with 
the terms of the pine Act passed 
at the last session of Congress, and 
upon the certificate of the Philippine 
Commission that the insurrection has 
deen suppressed. | 
The order of the President is dated 
September 25. It recites the origin of 
the Philippine Act, which provides 
that after complete peace shall have 
been established, and the fact certified 
to the President, the census 
may de ordered. In his discre- 
tion the President may employ 
the present census bureau in com- 
piling and promulgating the statistical 
information. The Philippine Commis- 
sion made the following certification 
to the President, in the form of a 
resolution, upon which he issued the 
order for taking the census: 
“Resolved, that the Philippine com- 
mittee hereby certifies to the Presi- 
dent of the United States that the re- 


tion of. complete 
tablished therein. certiai- 
cate ig Made in accordance with the 
provisions of section 6 of an act tem- 
to for the affairs of 
civil ernment in the Philippine 
and for other reasons, and 
that the commission recommends to 
the President of the United States 
that he order a census of the Philip- 
Pine Islands to de taken, in ac- 
cordance with provisions of said act. 
Be it further 
“Resolved, that the foregoing certifi- 
cate does not, and is not intended, to 
certify that the conditions ruling in 
the Lake Lanao district in Mindanao, 
which district forms but a small part 
of the territery occupied by the Moros, 
are those of a ute and complete 
peace, but in the opinion of the com- 
the language of section 6 and 
the certificate therein provided, were 
not intended by Congress to require,

These semi- 
martes will be entrusted to a religious 
order which bas not hitherto been rep- 
resented in the archipelago. 

A portion of the students of the sem- 
inaries will be sent to Rome to com- 

te their education, either at the 
orth American or South American col- 
leges, or in a special Filipino college, if 
it is found practicable to establish the 


latter. 

e discussion regarding the friars 
which was the subject of negotiations 
between the Vatican and Gov. Taft,

PHILADELPHIA, Sept 26.—There 
was a small riot today at Centralia in 
the sou n end of Columbia county, 
where #0 stiikers attacked non-un- 
ion men who were on their way to the 
mines, and Sheriff Knorr asked Gov. 
Stone to send troops to quell the dis- 
turbance. Thus far no troods have 
been sent. 

In the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
valleys quiet prevails and the soldiers 
were not called upon to suppress dis- 
order, while at Forest City, Susque- 
hanna county, the extreme northern 
end of the anthracite coal belt, the 
presence of the soldiers has had the 
effect of awing the rioters. 

At Lebanon, where the employés of 
the American Steel and Iron Company 
have been fighting against the importa- 
tion of laborers, there is a temporary 
truce, with a likelihood that all dif- 
ferences will be settled and the men 
shortly return to work.

FORMING NEW UNION. 
BOTH ENDS INTERBSTED. 
(NY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Cha les W. Post of Battle 
Creek, Mich., told the Association of 
American Advertisers, in session here, 
of a new union now being formed to 
embrace both employers and employés. 
He said the work is now in charge of 
temporary organization, but that per- 
Manent organization would be formed 
as soon as attorneys can complete 
necessary papers. 

Under the new union contract is en- 
tered into between employer and em- 
ployé for six months or a year at a 
rate mutually fixed. The employer de- 
posits a satisfactory bond of $25 for 
every employé, and each employé de- 
posits each day 2 cents on a dollar of 
his pay until he has deposited $26. If 
the employer does not keep his agree- 
ment he forfeits $25 to the employé, the 
employé likewise forfeiting his deposit 
up to $25 if he fails to keep his con- 
tract. 

A central office has been established 
in Washington, D. C. It is intended 
that local unions be formed in all cen- 
ters of labor. The object of the union 
is to offset the efforts of labor agi- 
tators. | 

HOD CARRIERS’ STRIKE.

MILLERS’ ULTIMATUM. 
EIGHT-HOUR DAY AND PAY. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
MINNBDAPOLIS (Minn.) Sept. 26.— 

Formal answer was made today by the 
flour-mill managers of Minneapolis to 
the demand submitted by their em- 
ployés’ union for an elght-hour day. 
The response says: 

“It is not our intention to oppose 
you or your union, but when it comes 
to the question of wages and hours 
we must simply repeat our answer 
made to you on May 17, that Minne- 
apolis mills cannot pay for eight 
hours’ work higher wages than milis 
in all other sections of the country pay 
for twelve hours’ work. Your work 
is mainly superintending machines; 
and is different than the work done in 
many other employments, and you 
cannot, as is claimed for many other 
employments, do as much work in 
eight hours as in twelve hours. 

“If, however. you have fully made 
up your minds that you want an eight- 
hour day, we are willing to make the 
change and pay the following wages: 

Millers, now receiving $3, to receive 
35 cents an hour; machine men, now 
receiving $2.50, to receive 26 cents an 
hour; oilers, now receiving $2, to re- 
ceive 23% cents an hour; sweepers. 
now receiving $1.75, to receive 22 cents 
an hour. | 

“This gives you the eight-hour sched- 
ule you have desired, and, in addition, 
a very large increase in the hourly 
wages. If this proposition is turned 
down, we shall shut down our mills or 
employ other men who are more rea- 
sonable in their demands.” 


TO ENJOIN PICKETS. 
HEARING HAD AT OMAHBRA.

OMAHA, Sept. 26.—The commission- 
ers for the railroad company were ex- 
amined before Federal Court stenog- 
raphers in the application of the Union 
Pacific Company for an injunction 
against strike pickets.

REIGN OF TERROR. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 26.—The fire- 
men of the American steamer Tremont 
claim that there exists a reign of terror 
on that vessel, and by refusing to work 
on her stand to lose about $100 each. 
The men shipped at Boston for Seattle, 
and were to receive their wages at the 
latter place. John Doe Connolly, sec- 
ond assistant engineer of the Tremont, 
was arrested today by the United States 
Marshal on the charge of beating a 
sailor on the high seas. Connolly is the 
man who, the eighteen men say, has 
established the reign of terror. 

Capt. Garlichs of the steamer wants 
to proceed to Seattle, but so far has 
been unable to get firemen. The union 
will not furnish any men, as it is 
claimed that a Chinese crew is waiting 
at Seattle to take the places of the 
white men upon the arrival of the 
steamer at that port. Most of the 
eighteen firemen are of Spanish na- 
tionality. They have no affiliation with 
any labor union. 


DENVER NEWSPAPER DEAL. 


DENVER (Colo.) Sept. 26.—The an- 
nouncement was made today that the 
Denver Evening Times was sold to 
United States Senator Thomas H. Pat- 
terson and R. C. Campbell for 890. 
600, the change of management to oc- 
cur October 1.

C. C. Hendricks, Miss Biggar’s at- 
torney, is a physician and owner of a 
sanatorium. Miss Biggar asserted 
that a child, of which Bennett was 
the father. had been born to her in 
the Hendricks sanatorium. 

The present case first came up in 
court before Judge Hoisley last Fri- 
day. when a motion was made to set 
aside the probate of the will.

DOCTORS’ WAR 
‘LIBEL SUITS , RESULT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 26.—As one 
result of the war now being waged 
between doctors ot this city, two 
members of the State Board of Medi- 
cal Examiners were arrested today on 
charges of criminal libel.

It was openly charged 
at the meeting that favoritism had 
been shown by the board, with the ob- 
ject of disqualifying certain aspiring 
medicos, and u was further alleged 
that “catch questions” had been pre- 
pared, upon which the fa students 
had been coached prior to thb examina- 
tion. Dr. Tait's name was often used 
in the heated talk, and when he was 
interviewed, he made emphatic denial 
of the charges. He was credited with 
saying that Von Tiedemann was as 
ex-convict, had worn prison 
stripes. The same statements con- 
cerning the chairman of the meeting 
were attributed to Dr. Thorne. 

The court records show that in 1895, 
in San Francisco, Von Tiedemann was 
tried and convicted of perjury in con- 
nection with a land transaction. He 
was sentenced to fourteen years’ im- 
prisonment, but appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which reversed the de- 
cision of the lower tribunal. He never 
was in jail.

CYCLONE IN SICILY. 


Everything in Path of the Storm De- 
stroyed—Hundreds of Lives Lost 
Bodies Swept Out to Sea. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch from Rome today an- 
nounces that a severe cyclone has 
swept over Catania, a city on the east 
coast of Sicily. Catania is flooded and 
many houses are damaged. The roads 
have suffered seriously. The cyclone 
also wrought havoc at Modica, a town 
of Sicily, where several persons were 
killed. Mt. Aetna shows further signs 
of activity. 

For twenty-four hours before th 
cyclone burst over the island a violent 
storm raged on the eastern coast of 
Sicily. The path of the cyclone was 124 
miles long, and everything in the line 
of the storm was destroyed. The sea 
swept inland for several kilometers, do- 
ing enormous damage. Along the road 
from Catania to Palermo the force of 
the cyclone was such that rails were 
torn up and hurled to a great distance. 
It is reported from Modica, thirty-tw> 
miles southwest of Syracuse, that a 
hundred bodies have already been 
found, but that the number of dead 
bodies swept away by the torrent is 
unknown. 

The newspaper Fractissa expressed 
the belief that some four hundred peo- 
ple have been killed. 

The torrent destroyed everything on 
the ground floors in houses in the lower 
portions of Modica. Bridges have dis- 
appeared, the damage amounting to 
many million lire. (A lire is worth 
about 20 cents.) 

The survivors of the catastrophe have 
taken refuge in the hills. A relief com- 
mittee and search parties have been 
organized at Modica. The disaster is 
supposed to have been due to a marine 
Water spout.

The dominant factor which in- 
fluenced the landing of the marines 
was the obligation which the United 
States took upon itself by the treaty 
of 1846 in these words: 

“The United States guarantees posi- 
tively and efticaciously to New Gra- 
nada by the present stipulation, the 
perfect neutrality of the before-men- 
tioned isthmus, with the view that 
the free transit from the one to the 
other sea may not be interrupted or 
embarrassed in any future time while 
this treaty exists.“ 

Furthermore, in respect to the Gov- 
ernor's reported declaration that he 
considered the landing of the United 
States naval forces an attempt to as- 
sume the sovereignty of Colombia, at- 
tention is directed to this declaration 
in the same paragraph of the treaty: 

“The United States also guarantees 
the rights of sovereignty over prop- 
erty which New Granada has, and 
possesses, over the said territory.” 

So far neither the State Department 
nor the Navy Department has deen 
informed officially of the protest of

visible duck. Mr. Thayer has 1 
the upper part of one of the bd forms 
of much the same color as th: back- 
ground, and he has painted the under 
part considerably lighter. That is the 
invisible duck. In the other case, he 
has painted the bird form the same 
color all over, and behold! the under 
side appears much darker than the 
upper with the result that the “duck” 
is most conspicuous. This model thus 
serves as an admirable illustration of 
nature’s intention in making dorsal 
surfaces so much darker than ventral 
surfaces. 

The earth is lit from above, and it 
was necessary—if animals were not to 
be extremely conspicuous—that the in- 
evitable shadows should be connected. 
As Prof. Poulton put it, “The form 
painted light below and dark above, 
with connecting graduations, looks vis- 
jonary and ghostiike, as wild animals 
always appear in nature.“ He was on 
the track of that discovery in 1887, 
when he perceived that the light hairs 
and flesh projections of the caterpillar 
of the brimstone moth were intended, 
by neutralizing the shadow, to obliter- 
ate the creature's line of contact with 
the Hawthorn bark. But to Mr. Thayer 
is due the credit of seeing the wide ap- 
plication of the principle. In contem- 
plating that “very great and con- 
vincing discov the professor feels 
inclined to echo the remark which Hux- 
ley made on reading The Origin of 
Species,” “How stupid of one not to 
have thought of it before!" 

One day a naturalist out collecting 


in British Africa espied what he 
took to be a fine foxgrove. He picked 
the stalk, whereupon the great flower- 


ets at the top and the red flowers 
in the middle all flew away. leavin 
only the teen pods below. which turn 
out to be fullfed larvae. Between the 
green and the red homoptera~-for such 
they were—there was no difference of 
age, kind or sex. Some were green 
and some were red for no other rea- 
son than that the colony, by group- 
ine themselves in the manner indi- 
cated, might be disguised as a flower 
spike and so escape the notice of ene- 
mies. Other hormoptera of Kast Africa

pass themselves off as flowers on hori- 
zontal branches. 

In breeding geometrae the lecturer 
has found that those placed on Turk- 
ish oak assume a corresponding black 
hue. those placed on dead ivy leaves 
hecome yellow, while those placed on 
paper spills go white. At the 1892 
meeting of the British association a 
rentieman came forward and an- 
nounved that he had discovered some 
quercifolia in lichen, so the ‘lecturer 
afterward vieced some of the larvae on 
lichen, and-they became gray and 
mottied.

Return of the Birds. 

For the lover of birds September is 
a month in which every hour at the 
desk cr in the office is sorely be- 
grudged.

In August the search for bird- 
life was ofttimes most discouraging. 
and it would seem that the feathered 
folk had deserted all the dear old 
haunts.

The first 
cool weather brings a wave of the lit 
tle winged sprites, most of them be- 
ing the warbiers. They are on their 
way south now, and to the amateur 
the new dresses of many of them mak- 
recognition a bit difficult.

Those who dwell along the 
sea coast have an opportunity of 
studying a phase of bdird-life, the 
tragedy of migration, which those fur- 
ther inland know nothing of. At no 
season of the year do so many of the 
feathered folk come to untimely death 

nage the lighthouses as 
in the September flight. yond ques- 
tion this in part is due to the fact that 
a large percentage of the migrants are 
making their first long journey. Then, 
again, September nights are inclined to 
be foggy. The result is that the glare 
of the big sea-coast beacons seemingly 
confuse the feathered travelers, and 
thousands dash themselves to death.

“Distinguished Journalist” from Men- 
ico Departs, Leaving His Board Bill 
and Other Accounts in Arrears— 


Talked of Starting a Newspaper.

Several weeks ago there appeared at 
the residence of a Spanish family liv- 
ing in Los Angeles a young Mexican 
giving the name of Pedro N. noa, and 
claiming to be a distinguished journal- 
ist from the City of Mexico, with cre- 
dentials purporting to come from Gen. 
Andrade, the Mexican Consul. 

He was here ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of studying social conditions, so 
he said, but incidentally it was his ulti- 
mate intention to establish a dalle 
newspaper to be printed in the Spanish 
language, or he might be prevailed 
upon to purchase Tiburon Island: from 
his government and donate it to the 
city as a public park, as it was his evi-: 
dent purpose to create the idea that he 
Was ready money. 

His presence was duly heralded in 
the newspapers here, and according to 
his own story, he had been connected 
with about everything worth reading in 
our sister republic, and only awaited 
an opportunity of shining as a star of 
the first magnitude in our own journal- 
istic firmament. 

For awhile he cut quite a wide 
swath in some circies of the local Mex- 
ican colony, as he was refined in man- 
ner and otherwise possessed evidences 
of gentility; but those features were 
his limit, as his more recent actions 
have stamped him as a deadbeat of the 
first water, and all that is necessary to 
provoke a feeling of ennui is to men- 
tion the name of this man from Mex- 
ico in the same breath with that cf hie 
late entertainers, as he took leave of 
them in the most despicable manner 
and there is every reason to believe 
that he is a fugitive and that the name 
he has given is assumed. 

He not only owes for his board dur- 
ing his stay in this city—or at least up 
to the time of his departure last Sun- 
day from the residence aforesaid—but 
it is stated at the Mexican Consulate 
that he had no authority to refer to 
the Consul in any way, and that he is 
not even known there. 

Probably one of his subjects for dis- 
cussion in writing of social condiiions 
as they exist in this country will be 
the easy way of living here, but the 
chances are that sooner or later he will 
find that a change of diet may not be 
bo agreeable, as it is said that he is 
liable to arrest at, any time for defraud- 
ing an innkeeper.

PATCHED-UP CHARTER 
GOES ENGROSSER. 


seal

ITH a few slaps and bangs and 
three hours of feverish discus- 
sion of the scores of odds and 
ends, the Charter Revision Committee 
and the Committee on Revision of the 
Charter Revision Committee wound up 
the revising of the city’s organic law 
at 11 o'clock last night. 

On motion of Walter Haas the multi- 
tudinous type-written sheets forming 
the reports of the sub-committees on 
varioug departments were ordered 
turned over to the City Attorney, to 
be put in the proper form and order, 
numbered and engrossed. This makes 
Mr. Mathews really the final reviser of 
the work of three revision committees. 

The City Attorney will submit the 
proposed new charter, in its complete 


W 


and perfected one- volume form, 
to the whole Revision Com- 
mittee at its final meet- 


ing, which will be held in the Council 
Chamber next Monday morning at 10 
o'clock. At this meeting the committee 
will make its formal approval of the 
engrossed copy of the amended char- 
ter, and later in the day it will go be- 
fore the Council for its approval and 
the passing of the necessary ordinance 
providing for its submission to the peo- 
ple at the election. 

It was anticipated that last night's 
meeting would be the last of the com- 
mittee and that the work to be per- 


clerical compilation and correction. 
The evening was devoted principally 
to the harmonizing of various con- 
flicting amendments and the settlement 
of miscellaneous matters that had es- 
caped final settiemgnt. The committee 


was about ready to adjourn sine die, 


when Joseph Scott sprung a question 
that was instantly seen to be one of 
the most important with which the 
committee has been called upon to deal, 
and this prolonged the proceedings for 
over an hour. 

Mr. Scott's eleventh-hour surprise 
was in the form of a motion that the 
proposed amendments be framed so as 
to not go into effect until the first 
Monday in January, 1905. He argued 
that if they should go into effect im- 
mediately after adoption by the peo- 
ple and ratification by the Legislature 
they would upset the municipal govern- 
ment, turn officials out with terms un- 
fulfilled and come in conflict with 
numerous ordinances. He pointed out 
that-candidates would be running for 
office at the same election in which 
their powers and duties were to be de- 
fined, and that the adontion of the 
charter would result in ending of the 
tenure of some of them within a few 
months after election. Scott contended 
that this uncertainty would prevent 
many men from running for office: 
that nominating conventions would 
find it difficult to find nominees will- 
ing to take office for a few months, 
and that this situation would cause 
numberless powerful political 


to oppose the charter at the peils.

The question was discussed at great

the flow of motions stopped it was found 
that only two amendments had been 
friendiess to Scott's plan. These were 
the amendments providing for a Board 
of Education of seven members, to be 
elected at large instead of by wards, 
and the amendment providing for the 
appointment of the various city com- 
missions by the Mayor. When the de- 
feat of his plan was demonstrated 


Scott registered a final protest by de- 


claring that he believed the action 
would seriousty hurt the chances of the 
charter's indorsement at the polls. 

Mayor Snyder created consternation 
by the alarming announcement that 
the charter contained n° provision giv- 
ing the Police Commission power to li- 
cense and regulate saloons, and charged 
Walter Haas with “standing in” on a 
conspiracy to abolish the license sys- 
tem and throw the city wide open and 
free to the liquor traffic. It was discov- 
ered that the old charter also ignored 
the question and that the delegation of 
the commission by ordi- 
nance of the Council was a custom of 
very doubtful legality. Accordingly an 
entirely new provision was added to the 
police report. giving the commission 
the power it has always exercised. 

Mr. Hears made a motion that, in the 
interest of securing the most intelligent 
possible verdict from the people at the 
election, a copy of the proposed new 
charter should be in the hands of every 
voter for study. A motion was passed 
recommending that the Council instruct 
the City Clerk to mail a copy of the 
official paper containing the advertise- 
ment of the pronosed charter amend- 
ments to every elector in the city. For 
the sake of economy it was recom- 
mended that they be sent out with the 
sample ballots, which will permit the 
voter to fill out his sample ballot and 
be prepared to vote intelligently on 
each amendment.

It does not follow that because the 
letter carriers are not to be permitted, 
as such, to engage in active political 
work. they are to be deprived of their 
rights as citizens, excepting to the 
slight extent that such deprivation is 
necessary by reason of their positions 
as public servants. They will still 
retain the rights that belong to all 
citizens to vote for the candidates of 
their choice, to discuss political ques- 
tions, publicly or privately, and to 
support, by voice or pen, the politi- 
cal principles in which they believe. 
The line is drawn at their entering 
into combinations, or conspiracies, as 
@ class, to control con ventſons to de- 
feat or elect candidates, or ise 
to exert a directing influence in po- 
litical affairs. 
There is no doubt that the action

ot the en authorities in this 
matter will receive the overwhelming 
indorsement of public opinion. There 


has been, in the past, altogether too 


of Federal officials, in “practical pol- 
ties.“ No valid objections can be of- 
fered to occasional public addrerses 
by Federal officials in support of prin- 


lieve. This sort of activity, if it be 
not carried. too far, is not- “perni- 


wrong in principle, although its priv- 


another thing when employés of the 
government band together for the 
specific purpose of defeating one can 
,didate, of electing another, or of ac- 
complishing, by preconcerted action, 
any specific result in the field of at- 
tive politics. 
CoGperative action, in politics: 
should be along the lines of common 
‘political beliefs, not along the lines 
of class-interests and prejudices. 
Men who hold views in common upon 
certain definite principles of civil 
government naturally form themselves 
into political parties with the pur- 
pose of giving those views the au- 


policy and action. This is well: 


are necessary to preserve the balance 
of authority and to enforce the will 
of the majority. But when men 
holding diverse political views band 
themselves together, notwithstanding 
such diversity of opinion, and vote 
against their honest conviction for 
the accomplishment of a political ob- 
ject, their action is opposed to the 
spirit of representative government, 
and partakes in some degree of the 
nature of a conspiracy. 3 

Men should vote as individuals, in 
cupport of those political principles 
and partics which best represent their 
views on questions of civic policy. 
We hear much of “the labor vote,” of 
“the German vote,” “the Irish vote.’ 
etc., etc. In true representative sov- 
ernment there could be no such clan- 
nish combinations. It is insulting to 
the intelligence and the manbood of 
any class of citizens to assume that 
they may be herded like sheep and 
voted in a body for a certain candi- 
date or party. As Intelligent units 
of a common citizenship they have 
the right to think and to act for 
themselves. They should = exercise 
that right and should at all times 
insist upon its inviolability. 

The Masonic order le an organiza- 
tion having an extensive membership 
in all parts of the country. The same 
may be said of the Knights. of 
Pythias, and of many other fraternal 
organizations. Religious orders and 
denominations have also a numerous 
membership. composed in large part 
of voters. Nothing is ever said, how- 
ever, of the Masonic vote, nor of the 
Pythian vote, nor of the Presbyterian. 
the Baptist. or the Methodist vote. 
But it would be no more un-Ameri- 
ean for members of fraternal or re- 
ligious orders to band together for po- 
litical action (irrespective of differ- 
ing political opinions) than for men- 
bers of industrial organizations, or 
voters of u«ifferent nationalities, to 
unite for political action in unnat- 
ural combinations which require 
them to vote in opposition to their 
conscientious political views as indl- 
viduals. 

Every American, when he goes to 
the ballot box, should place bis citi- 
zenship before and above all other

Each 
man in the nation has equal rights 
with all others before the law, and 
under the law has an equal right 
to work out his own individual des- 


tiny, regardless of what the other 4 


man at his elbow is doing.

“The Old Homestead,” and Way 
Down East,” have a strong hold upon 
the popular heart is a fact fully at- 
tested by their longevity. Neil Bur- 
zess has been giving the public “The 
County Fair“ for lo! these many years; 
yet it is still 4 great money-winner, 
which is another way of saying that it 


is one of the most ular 
the pop plays on 


And it deserves its popularity. Not 


that it has any literary merit worth 


mentioning; not that it has dramatic 
situations of any particular vaiue; 
not that it tells a story of absorbing 
interest. Its story, in fact, is common- 
place and homely and not very well 
told, being sketched roughiy, and even 
crudely. It dips into the pathetic at 
one or two points, but the pathos is 
artificial, being obviously dragged in 
for momentary effect, and with no de- 
liberate, comprehensive purpose. Mr. 
Barnard, the playwright who is re- 
sponsible for the disturbance, is woe- 
fully diffuse in some of his moods, and 
at times his shots scatter like an old- 
fashioned blunderbuss. But, making 
all necessary deductions and allow- 
ances, there remains in the play an 
immense nucieus of solid entertain- 
ment, such as all onleookers can enjoy 
with hearty approbation and with 
scarcely-interrupted delight. 

It is all so much better, so much 
more wholesome, so much more sooth- 
ing to tired nerves and brains, than 
the erotic 2 the hothouse 
passions, the filthy social complications 
so often exmloited upon the contem- 
poraneous stage.

Nothing could have been more op- 
portune, from the bishop's standpoint, 
than the joint meeting between the 
Preachers composing the conference 
and the Lay Association yesterday 
afternoon. The shrewd but brotheriy 
autocrat of the conference p ed 
to make hay in great shape when he 
found the conditions so favorable. He 
hed the laymen all rounded-up in a 
bunch, and he is only mid-way in the 
perplexing problem of the conference 

pointments for the coming year.

He ie hourly besieged by committees 
and committees of laymen, presenting 
their claims to consideration in the 
appointment of ministers, as perfect 
as the Iimbs of Apollo.

He scored the so-called “popular” 
preaching, and went after some church 
music with a club. He had at one 
time given expression to admiration 
for the music of the Chinese, in which 
country he had spent some years. 

“You find fault with me because you 
say I can’t understand Chinese sing- 
Ing. For heaven’s sake. who can un- 
derstand some of the American sing- 
ing.“ was his reply. 

“I Uke singing in churches, but it 
must be worship.” 

The bishop took a turn at the re- 
moval of the time-limit,from the 
itineracy, and after the meeting he 
said, in answer to a question: 

»The removal of the time limit is 
not working the good its friends 
thought it would, and it puts a 
stumbling biock in the way of making 
a ppointments.“ 

SEVEN NEW PREACHERS, * 

The seven young men who will be 
ordained to the ministry tomorrow, 
were lined up before the conference 
yesterday morning, to receive the 
stated charge at the hands of the 
bishop. It was a magnificent address 
from start to finish, and was teem- 
ing with good advice and instruction 
from his own experience, as well as 
from his superior knowledge of the 
scriptures, and the doctrines of the 


| Methodist Church. He said. in part: 


“The man who is king of the putpit 
is the man who reaches the hearts 
of his hearers—he makes his own ap- 
pointment. It is possible for a man 
to backslide in the pulpit. There are 
men who have nibbled and dabbled in 
this and in that, until they have lost 
yer grip, and forgotten to walk with 


“I suppose none of you are rich—are 
you? No? Thank God for that. The 
man who has never gone to bed hun- 
gry. who has never been hungry for 
money, never can get a grip on the 
hearts of men. You who are tried by 
the difficultics of life win get a grip 
on muititudes of men. 

“The church has not reached a point 
where every man to be a preacher 
must be a graduate,‘and never will, 


representative 


but we do insist that every man shall 
have the equivalent of that. 

“I Hike theological’ schools—some of 
them. It is lost time, lost money; lost 
grip, to go into some of these institu- 
tions and come out without the theo- 
logical knowledge of where you are. 

“If 1 had the money, there's one 
thing I'd do—I'd endow a chair of 
common sense. It's a good idea. to 
have the students practice on the fac- 
ulty; I'd like to have some of you 
practice on me. I think it would be 

“Colleges sometimes put kinks in 
the brain; you come here and we take 
them out. I like that—don't you? 

“I wish I could give everyone of you 
a circuit—five or six churches, with a 
nice little parsonage in the center, 
and you could come home every day 
with your buggy filed with good 


“When you preach, preach subjects 
not topics, and then’ when you open 
your mouth away the gospel goes. 
Never waste your time on a sermon to 
prove there is a God, for the Testa- 
ment says a man is a fool to do that. 

“Read or not read, as you like; 
pursue your own individuality. If an 
eagie rs, don’t clip his wings. 
I don’t leve in ‘finished’ sermons— 
I believe in giving it out in chunks. 
If you want to wirte something nice, 
write a book, and nobody will read it. 

“A man who ig not moved himeelf, 
in the preparation of a sermon, will 
never move anybody else. If you are 
not moved by a sermon. put it in the 
fire, that is the only way that sermon 
will ever get hot. 

“Now, I have no ‘bishop's address, 
but I'm talking to you just like I wish 
somebody had talked to me forty-five 
years ago. Preach your sermons over 
and over—just like the bishops co 
and line the presiding elders do, and 
they'll get better every’ time. 

“If you can't keep your family and 
keep out of debt in the ministry, get 
out of it and go into business. Don't 


be half preacher and half something, 


else. I'm weary of preachers who have 
e trailing through the country *ell- 
ng mining stocks, until the thrirty lay 
man complains of losing his money. 
This statement on t 
fearless and candid bishop crea 
something of a sensation, for it is said

TRENTON (N. J.) Sept. 26.—Justice 
Van Syckle of the Court of Errors 
and Appeals, today filed a written opin- 
ion in the United States Steel Cor- 
poration case that was recently de- 
cided by the court in the corpora- 
tion’s favor. The case before the 
court was the suit tristituted by Mra. 
Miriam Berger. The opinion filed to- 
day sustains the .constitutionality of 
the act of last winter, under which the 
corporation undertook to convert $209,- 
000,000 worth of preferred stock into 
a like amount of bonds. The opinion 
also holds that the procedure followed 
by the corporation carrying out the 
conversion plan was fully authorized

Work Begun on the Campbell-John- 
stons’ Line to Pasadena, Through the 
San Rafael Ranch. 


After two unsuccessful attempts to 
secure a franchise for an electric line 
through the northern section of the 
city to the San Rafael Ranch, A. 
and Conway 8. Campbell-Johnston on 
the third effort secured the desired 
permission. 

There was much speculation among 
parties interested in lands along the 
proposed route as to whether of not 
it was a paper railway. The other 
two franchises were bid in by: W. E. 
Brinker, late of Washington, D.C., and 
were, supposediy, for the Traction 
Company. 

However, the Campbelil-Johnstons 
have shown that they mean business 
by starting work on the new line. 
Last Monday morning, grading con- 
tractor George Rheinschild moved his 
large force of men and teams onto the 
ground, and began grading the right 
of way on Mountain avenue, opposite 
the Church of the Angles. Mr. Rheins- 
chiid's forces will be almost doubled 
next Monday morning, and the work 
is to be pushed through rapidly. 

The Campbell-Johnston franchise 
starts from the junction of Pasadena 
avenue and Marmion Way and pro- 
ceeds on Pasadena avenue to Latrobe 
street; thence on Latrobe to Ruby; on 
Ruby to Avenue 63, atzd on this street 
to Mountain avenue, here it enters 
the lands of the San Rafael ranch, 
owned by the Campbell-Johnstons.

A new 
cable would cost $10,000, and Manager 
Randolph maintains that it would be 
folly to pure a new cable if the 
road is to be elec as soon as the 
grade is changed. 

If necessary, the company will for- 
feit the franchise before it will do any 
of the things desired by the protesting 
citizens, is the — that was made 
before the board yesterday. 

Out at the end of the Temple-street 
line is about one mile of railway which 
the company does not desire to operate 
at all. There has been nd service what- 
ever over this part of the road for some 


time. 

Attorney Dunn stated yesterday that 
the company had no very violent ob- 
jection to forfeiting this part of the 
franchise, which he understood to be 
separate and distinct from the main 
franchise. In this the attorney was 
mistaken, as there is but one franchise. 
Property owners living along Temple 
street, between the old Temple road 
and Sugg street, are very anxious that 
the company shall provide transporta- 
tion facilities. When the road was 
built a bonus of $27,000 was raised in 
that section, and the owners believe 
they should derive some benefit from 
the expenditure. 

James Travis appeared before the 
board yesterday to urge that the com- 
pany be forced to give some kind of 
street-car service on pain of forfeiture 
of the entire franchise. He declared 
that about 200 people would be ac- 
commodated. There is no nnn. 
about the grades, he said.

OBBLER LAWYER 
UP FOR CONTEMPT. 


Case of Criminal Libel Filed in Town- 
ship Justice Court Yesterday,

The result was the contempt 
charge against Smith for practicing 
without a license. 

Smith made a strenuous ‘attempt to 
wriggle out of the predicament. He 
was legally represented by Will A. 
Harris, Esq., w claimed that Smith 
had just —ä short of committing 
an act of contempt of court. 

Harris contended that as Smith had 
not actually gone — court, he had 
not been in contempt 

Percy R. Wilson, . who — * 
kor the Bar Association, advanced a

All the world admires a hero. Red- 
blooded manliness is honored wherever 


found. Courage, daring, enterprise, 
perseverance and self-sacrifice—indeed, 
all t is wrapped up in the word 
he is praised among all peoples. 
As Kipling says, . 

There is neither East nor West, nor 
border nor breed nor birth, 

When two strong men stand face to 
face, though they come from the 
ends of the earth.” 

So the heroes of the mission field, in 
80 far as they are real heroes, merit the 
honor of all men. The roll of worthy 
names cannot be called here; it is too 
long. Suffice it is to say that there is 
no heroism recorded of soldiers, ex: 
plorers, scientists, travelers or pioneers 
or civilization that cannot be dupli- 
cated from the history of Christian 
m ns. ; 


Heroism is most natural to the fol- 
lowers of the greatest hero of history, 
Jesus Christ. 


In spite of a common notion to the 
contrary, meekness is no more Christ- 
like than courage. Not supineress, but 
strength. is the Wark of the Christian. 
The more of the best traits of manli- 
ness a Christian manifests, the more 
truly he represen his Master the 
strong Son of God. 


The missionary enterprise as a whole 
is heroic. Look at the daring and au- 
dacity of it. Its avowed object is noth- 
ing less’ than the evangelization of the 
entire world, and the overthrow of ra- 
clal religions which number miliions of 
adherents, and were old before Christ 
came to earth. The missionaries, onc 
a feeble company, but now an increas- 
ing host, alm to do that which none of 
the world-conquerers of history ever 
dreamed of doing. With a full know!l- 
edge of the field, and of the difficulties 
to be overcome, they deliberately avow 
as their purpose the winning of the 
whole world to Christ. This is either 
madness or heroism, and that it is not 
madness the measure of success al- 
ready achieved demonstrates. 


No man who takes God at His word 
can be a coward. 


Heroism is not rare or exceptional. 
The world is full of heroes: even the 
lowliest men and women have capabil- 
ities of heroism in them. The average 
wanissionary is heroic; so also is the 
average minister at home; so also are 
countiess mothers. Let it not be 
thought that soldiers and missionaries 
have any monopoly of the heroic spirit. 
The point to be remember is simply that 
in these two callings men have unusual 
ofportunities for manifesting heroism. 

Men may have the might of the Mas- 
ter on the mission of the Master. 


Where fear is, there faith cannot be. 


The best reading for weak-kneed 
Christians is to be found in the Book 
of Acts. It is tonic literature. The 
record mi heroisms con- 
tained therein is sufficient to stir the 
thinnest blood, and to fortify the weak- 
est heart. The book may be character- 
ized as a book of boldness, for it is a 
succession of stories of the heroic 
words and deeds of the aposties, and 
the early converts. The shining ccur- 
age with which Pau! pioneered the gos- 
pel into the regions outside cof Palks- 
tine has imparted itself to the long 
train of foreign missionaries who, by 
their works, have proved themselves 
to be in the line of true apostolic suc- 
cession.

There has recently come from the 
press the biography of James Chalmers 
of New Guinea, who was perhaps the 
most recent of the missionary heroes 
to win the martyr’s crown. This sun- 
ny, great-hearteéd man had been, like 
Paul, “in deaths oft,” and it was with- 
out fear that he went to his death lit- 
tle more than a year ago, having been 
Killed and eaten by the savages to 
whose welfare he had devoted his life.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 22. 1902.—{ To. 


the Editor of The Times:] I beg leave 


“0 differ from you in reference to your 
views on the water-tax question as 
expressed in Sunday's issue of your 
paper. 

When you urge a general tax to pay 
the interest and principal on the water 
bonds, you are premising that every 
improved and unimproved property 
has been enhanced by municipal own- 
ership of the waterworks. Right there 
is where 1 disagree with you. The 
only property that will be enhanced 
by the change is that which fronts on 
a street which has no water connec- 
tions; and such property would have 
received its quota of water just as 
quickly undef private as under munici- 
pal ownership, because the private 
company, out of self-interest, would 
| always lay down new pipes as fast 
as the needs of each street developed. 

The benefit that each citizen and each 
user of water will obtain by municipal 
ownership is lower rates, and that 
will be secured under Mr. Mathews's 
resolution, which says, “The revenue 
from the water system cannot be used 
for any purpose other than to main- 
tain, improve and operate the water- 
works. But any surplus revenue may 
be used to help pay interest and water 
bonds.”” Now, you will notice that 
this plan is elastic—yet it does not 
permit the revenue to be diverted from 
its original purpose to any fundg other 
than the current water funds, and the 
interest and sinking fund, to pay the 
water bonds. 

The hands of the Council are tied 
as to transferring the revenue to other 
than these two funds. Whenever the 
revenues from the water system shall 
have grown beyond the cost of main- 
taining, operating and improvements— 
then the Council, instead of taxing the 
property may use this surplus profit 
to pay the Interest and bonds. And 
we will be able to do all this, and 
still lower the rates. 

But suppose your advice is taken, 
and by charter amendment you tie the 
hands of the Council absolutely to the 
proposition of a general tax. Let us 
see, if that is just to all concerned. 
To begin with, there are still private 
companies supplying part of our citi- 
zens with water. Shauld they be taxed 
for water they do not use? Is it your 
desire to place a penalty on enterprise 
and property investments, simply be- 
cause a man has the temerity to bulld 
up, and add value to the tax roll, and 
give employment to labor? 
to make him pay for water or any 
other commodity that someone else 
uses? For water is a commodity, and 
the user should be made to pay for 
what he uses. 

Bear in mind, Mr. Editor, that the 
city has just begun at municipal owner- 
ship. Supposé we were next to buy the 
street-car system, which today is used 
by everyone, as much out of necessity 
as water. Would anybody's property 
be enhanced in value by municipal 
ownership? Would it be justice to

KERN COUNTY. 
PUMP IRRIGATION. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—F.M.] 

BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 26.—The peo- 
ple of the Delano section of Kern 
county realize that in pump irrigation 
lies the solution of how to make pro- 
ductive the broad acres of fertile land, 
and the Thomas pumping plant, just 
finished, is an object lesson that is of 
interest not only te residents, but to 
outsiders. 

The well has an abundant supply. the 
water standing wibin thirty feet of the 
surface. The power is furnished by an 
eighteen-horse-power gasoline engine, 
and a No. 4 centrifugal pump is used. A 
steady stream of from thirty-five to 
forty inches of water is raised, witheut 
diminishing the supply. It is claimed 


‘that about sixty acres of land can be 


irrigated from the Thomas well, and a 
twenty-acre tract is to be planted to al- 
falfa this year.
